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Washington, D. C— The results of 
the primary election In Michigan and 
In Wisconsin have excited uo little 
comment here. In the easo of the for- 
nior, Mr. Ford's large support la 
shown conclusively to come In largo 
measure from tho city of Detroit 
where his own employees are num- 
bered by the tens of thousands; and 
the consequent result upon the vote of 
the state, where only a listless Inter- 
est was manifest, Is looked upon as 
merely In tho light of a. pcrsoual tri- 
bute to Mr. Ford.

WITH EXACTITUDE. 



| To Bring Out the Full Food Value ot 
I the Grain Requires Skill and 
Thought on the Part of 



We have no fault to And with the 
many excellently prepared and so- 
called cooked cereals which from t un- 
to time are found appetizing and 
agreeable In appearance, but there ie 
also need of cereale which require 
long-continued cooking to extract the 
full value of the grain and bring it to 
a delicious creamlnesa. In this 
are oatmeal, wheat, homln] 
corn. By whatever name the various 
ground preparations are called, they 
all need continued, Intense cooking to 
burst the starch cella, soften the sur- 
rounding husk tissues, and make them 
thoroughly fit for human food. 

Cracked wheat is a coarse form of 
wheat with a particularly nutty flavor.

"rolled" form. Oood hominy, 
which Is now no longer prepared with 
lye. Is another breakfast food which 
should be more frequently UBed. 
Cornmeal. although fallen Into disre- 
spect and considered common, per- 
haps, is one of the best of cool weath- 
er cereals. It Is rich In starch and fat 
and thus In heat-producing qualities. 

Oatmeal Is the one cereal containing 
the largest amount of protein or mus 
deforming nutriment. That Is. It Is 
comparable to meat cr any cereals, 
and contains less starch. It Is there- 
fore, perhaps, the cereal which should 
be most frequently given to the grow- 
ing child. The whole grain must be 
soaked all day and then steamed sev- 
eral hours, but In this form It fur- 
nishes a splendid and sufficient break- 
fast cereal. 

Next to oatmeal comes wheat with 
a higher per cent ot starch. It should, 
however, be used in as nearly tho nat 
ural state as possible— that is, the 
cracked grain with the outer coat re- 
maining in which are stored the Im- 
portant mineral elements which make 
bone and the best kiud of tissue. Hom- 
iny is almost entirely starch and there- 
fore needs the most perfect cooklpg 
in order that the starch shells may he 
adequately bum and cooked. 

For all of these cereals either a 
si. am cooker or a tireless cooker Is 
preferable. Given a half hour's quick 
boiling at night they may be placed 
In the lireless cooker, preferably with 
the heated radiator under them, and 
allowed to cook slowly with the re- 
tained heat of the tireless. Sufficient 
water should always be put on them 
U> allow porfect swelling of each grain. 
Such cereals, when properly cooked, 
are not a "mush" but of a uniform, 
creamy consistency. It may take time 
or rather a little more effort to cook 
cereals properly, but the effort Is 
more than repaid in tho quality of the 
food. The cool weather cereal should 
bo a point of special care with the 
housewife. 



Curried Oysters. 

Drain and wash 25 oysters. Make 
on an ordinary pancake griddle. Throw 
the oysters, three or four at a time, 
on the griddle and brown on both 
sides. I .ut quickly and place in a 
double boiler, which stands bealde the 
griddle. When all the oysters are 
cooked add to them one tabluspoonful 
of flour, one-half tablespoonfui of salt, 
one tablespoonfui ot curry powder and 
a dash of cayenne pepper. Stir until 
the ingredients reach the boiling point 
and add one tablespoonfui or lemon 
Juice and one small onion grated. 



Spanish Rice. 
Have ready a saucepan in which are 
two tablespoontula of nice hot drip- 
pings. Throw In a half cupful of well 
washed rice and toss about until nicely 
browned.
